Long Branch, 8 —To-day is con-
ceded by atiending surgeons and
the President’s attendants to Le one
of the best days he has had since he
wasshot. During the morning, the
surgeon, while examining the Presi-
dent, pressed his {inger on the spot
on the boudy supposed to be directly
over the ball. ‘The patient did not
experience any discomtort frem the
slight pressure, It is not thought
the ball in its present logation will
£ause inconvenience to the Presi-
dent in the use of his limbs. He i1s
now able to raise hisright leg, which
is near the supposéd location of the
ball, as easily a8 he does the left. In-

uiry elicited the statement that
there was found to be & noticeable
flatmess or indications of irregular-
ity of one lung some weeks ugo, vut
the cause of it was then and is now
attributed to other causes than the
bleod. No great amxlely exists al
present regarding the probability
that the lungs may eventuully be-
come affected.

Cerbin says the President pussed
an exceedingly favorable afternoon.
He ate & very dinner. Mrs
Garfield smad to the Colonel thaf she
Felt sure the President was better
to-day. The favorable symptoms
are expected to continue from two
to four weeks before the President
can be pronounced convalescent.

Blaine, at 10 this evening, cabled
Lowell, minister, as follows: The
medical examinations were all fav-
orable to-day, morning, noon and
night. The President Las not for
wuny weeks done so well for so
many consecutive “hours. IHe Las
had very littie fever, his respiration
has been normal and his puise has
not exceeded 100. He glept without
opiates, and gained strength without
stimnulants. His nights are not as
restful as could be desired, but in
24 hours he geis suflicient sleep. The
weather, though not excessively
warm, continnes suliry and oppress-
ive. Much Is hoped for the e¢lear
brucing air which may be expected
hiere at this season, !

Col. Rockwell, to-night, said the
President takes nourishment freely.
He had esaten woodcock, milk por-
ridge and Boullon with relieh. The
Colonel received a dozen fine squir-
rels to-dzy for the President's nse
Agnew arrived to-night. Upon en-

ng the President's room he gaid.
“Mr. President you have improved
considerably sluce I last saw you.”
The President said, “Do you think
s0%" Hamilton left this mormng
vt returns on Tuesday next.
